Every person intending to erect or re-erept a building in the 
Cantonment shall give notice of such intention in writing to 
the Executive Officer in Form ‘A’ appended to these bye- 
laws, and shall at the same time submit m triplicate, or in 
quadruplicate if the land under the proposed construction is 
under the management of the MLlitury Estates Officer (One 
copy being on tracing cloth and the other copies in blue 
print) duly signed by him or his agent and every such appli- 
cation shall be accompanied by the following documents, 
namely ; — 

(a) a site plan in distinctive colours of the land on 
which it is intended to erect or re-erect the building; 

(b) a plan showing the elevation and cross section of 
the building which is proposed to erect or re-erect 
together with a plan of the existing buildings, 11 
any, showing all plutforms, balconies and other 
projection existing thereon, and 

(c) the specifications detailed in Form ‘B’ appended to 
these by-laws. 

(2) All new works shall be indicated on the plans in a 
distinctive colour and a key to colours used shall be given, 
thereon, as detailed below ;— 

Existing work — in black. 

Proposed work — in red. 

Demolition work — in yellow. 

(3) All plans submitted for sanction under these bye-laws- 
must be signed by a qualified draftsman or overseer or a 
person licensed by the Board in this behalf. 

3, AVAILABILITY OF FORMS ON PAYMENT.— copies 
of Form ’A' and Form ‘B’ appended to these bye-laws may 
be obtained at the office of the Board on payment of Rs. 2/-. 


4. REQUIREMENT OF SITE PLAN. — The site plan shall 
be drawn to a. scale of not. less thanj onei rente metre to metro 
(1 : 100). The scale used, shall be marked on the plan which 
shall clearly show, — 

(a) the direction of the Noth Point; 

(b) the boundaries of tho site on which it is proposed 
to erect or re-erect the building; 

(c) the position, of the proposed buildings on the site 
and of all the adjacent buildings, streets, vacant 
lands and drains showing! dislauce from the pi o posed 
building; 

(d) the names if any, width of all streets on which the 
site abuts, together with the Khaara/ Survey num- 
bers of adjoining lands and municipal number if 
any, of the adjoining houses or premises and the 
names of their owners; 

(e) the lines of frontage of adjoining buildings if the 
building abuts on any public street; 

(f) tho alignment of drains showing the manner in which 
the roof and house drainage and surface drainage 
will be disposed of; and 

(g) a sketch of the buildings and premises showing all 
electric wiring and poles and water pipes within 
6 metres of the boundaries of the site; 

5. REQUIREMENT OF BUILDING PLAN. — The build- 
ing plan (including ground plan, section and elevation) shall 
be drawn to a scale of not less than one centimetre to 2,5. 
metres! 1.250) and shall show, inter alia, the following:— 

(a) the external dimensions of the main building; 

(b) the ground floor, the first floor, any other floor and 
the roof; 

(c) the position and dimensions' of all projections beyond 
the main walls of the building; 

(d) the position of all proposed and existing drains, 
bath room, urinals, privies, fire places, kitchens, 
gutters and down spouts and other sanitary conve- 
niences ; 

(e) the dimensions of all rooms and the sizes and 
position of all doors, windows and ventilators of 
each room ; 

(f) the material to be used for the foundation, walls, 
floors, ceilings and roofs; 

(g) the purpose for which it is intended to use the 
building ; 

(h) the level and width of the lowest floor with refe- 
rence to the level of the centre of the street on 
which the front of the proposed building is to abut; 

(i) the open space inside and surrounding the proposed 
building for free circulation of air; 

(j) any other particular information which the Executive 
Officer may require the applicant to furnish for proper 
consideration of the application. 

6. NATURE OF SITE FOR FOUNDATION —The founda- 
tion of any new building shall not be constructed on any site 
which has been filled up with or has been used for; the de- 
posit of filth, rubbish or other offensive matter until the same 
has been thoroughly cleaned and placed in a sanitary condition 
to the satisfaction of the Cantonment Board. 

7. Provision of Privy /Latrine, — (1) No room for human 
habitation shall be constructed over a privy. 

(2) At least one privy seat shall be provided for every ten 
persons. 

(3) All privies shall have water flushing arrangements and 
shall be connected to a septic tank. 

(4) There shall be uo dry latrine eixeept where sufficient 
water pressure docs not exist. 

(5) No latrine or refuse pit shall be constructed within 3 
metres of a kitchen provided th3t where this is not possible 
the application shall be considered on its merits, keeping the 
sanitary point in view. 
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8. Limit of Hull t up A tea. — Where a building is <o be 
erected wholly or in part for human habitation, the built up 
area shall not exceed the following limits, namely : — 

Total site area Maximum hail liable arm 

100 Sq metres or less — * 75% 

101 Sq metres to 400 sq -- 662/3% 

Above 400 Sq, metres — - 60% 

9. Floors and Walls to be made of Impervious Material . — 

(I) The floors and walls (upto a height of one metre) of all 
rooms used or intended to be used as kitchens, bathrooms, 
latrines or urinals shall Ire made of or lined with impervious 
material and floors shall be so laid as to slope into a house 
drain: 

(2) The house drain through which waste o r sullagc water 
is intended to pass shall be constructed of masonry or other 
impervious material and shall be connecter! to the nearest 
public drain wherever such a drain exists within 15 metres of 
the proposed building and in the absence of such a public 
drain nearby, the house drain, shall be discharged into a 
soakage pit, which shall be constructed and maintained by the 
house owner within his own premises. 

10. Minimum width of stair case and number of storeys 
Permissible. — (1) livery building of more than one storey 
shall have a width of stairs of not less than, one metre to 
ensure safety in cas'e of fire. 

(2) The number of storeys allowed to be built shall not 
exceed two. 

11. Requirements of room for human habitation . — Every 
room in a building intended to be used for human habitation 
shall have 

(a) a floor area of at least 10 ,Sq. metres and a width 
of not less than 2.44 metres. 

(b) at least one door and one window together covering 
not less than 25% of its floor area. 

12. Minimum Height of Building.— The height of a propos- 
ed building shall not be less than : — 

(a) in the case of a pent roof 2,44 metres from the 
ground level to the 'eaves; 


<b) in the erne of a flat roof 

(i) ground storey — - 3,05 metres, 

(ii) subsequent storey — 3.05 metres. 

13. Building not to be creeled beyond the alignment fixed 
by the Board. — (T) No building shall be erected beyond the 
general alignment fixed bv the Board for ihe street or streets 
on which it abuts. 

(2) No house steps shall be constructed so as to project 
on to a street or beyond a, public drain running in front or at 
the back of the building. 

(3) Tn the case of building sites abutting on a street or 
lane, a set back necessary for having the minimum width of 
such street or lane as 3.65 metres shall be enforced, 

(4) No gate, door, window or shutter on the ground floor 
of the building abutting on a street or lano shall be made to 
open outwards on such street or lane. 

14. Height of Plinth above Ground Level. — The plinth of 
all buildings shall be at least 0,45 metre above the level of 
the ground and every wall of such building shall hav'e a damp 
proof courso of not less than .02 metre in thickness the plinth 
level, which shall consist of cement concrete of plaster. 

15. Construction of Well. — 61) No well shall be sanction- 
ed unless it is approved by the Health Officer of the Canton- 
ment. 

(2) The well to be constructed shall either be pucca 
through out or pucca for a depth of 3.05 cetrcs from the top 
and at the bottom upto a level of 1,52 metres above normal 
water level- 

(3) Jf a well is to be built inside a house the interna] dia- 
meter shall be at least one metre. 

(4) No well shall be creeled within 4.50 metres of a 
latrine. 

16. Provisions of prevention of Ribbon Development Act 
Applicable.- — Buidings proposed to be constructed along the 
National highways or anv other public road shall bo allowed 
to be constructed with due regard to the provisions of the 
Prevention of Ribbon Development Act, 2007, Samvat (1950 
AD).
